John Fansin of 2918 Pennsylvania ave- 
nue was Filipsky’s helper on the milk 
wagon. He told the police that Filipsky 
remained in.the wagon to guard it, while 
he delivered milk on the west side of 
Eighteenth street. As he came around a 
house he heard two revolver shots and 
thought “he saw two men run from the 
wagon into the alley. 

Fansin, hurrying to the wagon, found 
Filipsky unconscious on the seat. The 
helper drove the wagon to the city hos- 
pital and Filipsky was taken into the 
emergency room, where he died without 
regaining consciousness. One bullet had 
entered the abdomen, the other pierced 
the right jaw and fractured the skull.

Little is known regarding the so- 
called habits of. the clam, Most of the 
clams consumed in this country are 
taken from waters close to shore in the 
summer and fall when the danger of 
pollution from sewerage is greatest.

3 MEN KILLED IN 
POWDER EXPLOSION 
AT GRAFTON, ILL 


Buildings in City Shattered When 
Dynamite Car Crashes Into 
Three Loaded Box Cars, 


Three men were killed and five 
seriously injured at 8:30 o’clock this 
morning’ when the plant of the Illi- 
nois Powder Co., one mile east of 
Grafton, Ill., and 40 miles from St. 
Louls, was wrecked by an explosion 


of three cars of dynamite. 

The dead are: 

Leo Peterson, superintendent. 

William Gille, laborer. 

Ray Goodrich, laborer. 

The injured are: La Varre (first 
name unknown), chemist, cuts on 
head and hands; Theo. Tonkinson, 
laborer, arm broken; William Forbes, 
head cut; Leslie Forbes, ear drum 
broken; Albert Austin, side injured. 

Three cars were being loaded with 
dynamite at a private siding in the 
&0-acre tract of the company. The 
dynamite was being transported on 
a small handcar from a storehouse 
when the brakes failed to work on 
a downhill grade, and the small car 
crashed into a box car, causing an 
explosion that was felt for 35 miles. 

The cars were blown to atoms. A 
hole 250 feet long and 20 deep was 
torn in the earth, and the 30 frame 
bulldings composing the plant were 
leveled. The five men injured wero 
caught under falling timbers in the 
buildings in which they were work- 
ing. Those killed were riding on the 
handcar. 

It was estimated that 
pounds of dynamite exploded.

Priests Go Inte Ruins. 

Eight priests who had gone to the 
fire to render spiritual aid to any- 
one who might be injured, after the 
collapse weént into the ruins to minis- 
ter to such of the buried firemen as 
could be reached. They reported that 
they found. several men pinioned un- 
der the wreckage. The- priests were 
Father Woods, All Saints’ Church; 
Father McFadden, Blessed Sacrament; 
Father Galvin, Str Mark’s; Fathe 
O'Toole, St. Leo's, and Fathers Mc- 
Keown, O'Rourke, Downes and Car- 
roll of St. Alphonsua. 

After the fire started, while the broth- 
ers and students were at breakfast, the 
flames spread &o rapidly that there was 
no chance for brothers or students to 
rescue Brother Cormac, 9 years old, 
and Brother Clement, 72, who were in 
the Infirmary on the fifth floor. Both 
were invalids. Unable to help them- 
selves, they were trapped by the flames. 

Lewis Nolean, % years old, of Mor- 
risonvilie, Ill., assistant nurse in the in- 
firmary, who had been detailed to care 
for the two aged brothers, dropped from 
the window of the infirmary while 


was taken to St. John’s Hospital, where 
he died several hours later. 


| All of the 106 boarding students 
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the 30 brothers were in the basement 
dining room when the fire was discov- 
ered. Under the direction of Brother 
James, the students marched from the 


building, not knowing there was a fire 


until they were outside. 
Fire Barns Two Hours. 

The fire burned fiercely for more than 
two hours and attracted a great crowd 
which swarmed over the spacious 
grounds surrounding the college. Be- 
cause of the building’s high location thse 
smoke could be seen from many sec- 
tions of St. Louls and the county. 

So far as could be learned the fire 
started at the fourth or fifth floor level 


near a freight elevator shaft on the... 


north side of the building. There were 
no passenger elevators in the struc- 
ture. 

The central section destroyed was the 
original college building. It was about 
80 feet wide and nearly 00 feet deep and 
Was surmounted by a dome-like cupola 
and a roof observatory on which was 
said to be one of the most complete 
wireless telegraph stations in the West. 

While nominally only six stories high, 
this central section, with its cupola, was 
bullt in the generous proportions which 
prevailed nearly 40 years ago, and wi’. 
its ‘surmounting cupola it Was almost 
o« hich as a modérn 10-story bullding. 
In the interior was an open rotunda, so 
that in the center of the building there 
was a clear sapee from the ground 
floor to the apex of the cupola. 

Two Wings Saved. 

Two wings to the east and wert of 
the central structure were saved. They 
were four stories hich and of later con- 
struction than the main bullding. 

Brother Abban, the college registrar, 
discovered the fire and ran to turn In an 
alarm from a fire box inside the build- 
ing. On the way to the box he informed 
Brother Lawrence Joseph, who went te 
the basement dining room, where the 
students and brothers were at break- 
fast, and whispered to Brother James 
that the two upper floors of the college 
were burning. 

There was no excitement. Clapping». 
his hands to attract attention, Brother . 
James said: “The first division wih 
march out in order through the east 
wing.”

: ces of the Fourth German Corps in

Pe ®he document was written as instruc- 
» ‘tions to the troops. It was drawn from 
the lessons of the battle by Gen. Count 
Sixt von Arnim, the corps commander, 
who has been fighting opposite the 
British throughout the offensive. This 
long detailed revelation of the inner 
thoughts of the German staff discusses 
the methods and shortcomings of every 
branch of the German army, in view of 
the unexpected power and organization 
the British have shown. The document 
starts out by paying a tribute to the 
British infantry, “‘‘which undoubtedly 
has learned much since last autumn’s 
offensive.”’ 
Praise for the British. 

“It shows great dash in attack,” the 
document continues. “‘The Englishman 
also has physique and training in his 
favor. One must acknowledge the skill 
of the English in rapidly consolidating 
captured positions and their great te- 
nacity in the defense of them.” 

Because the breech actions of so many 
German rifles have been clogged with 
dirt, Gen. von Arnim suggests in the 
@ocument that it would be advisable to 
fit a cover over the breech of the rifles,

floor. George Morris of Truck Com- 
pany 16 stooton the top of this lad- 
der and hooked a scaling ladder to 
the fourth floor window sill. He re- 
peatedly called to Nolean, telling him 
not to jump. 

At the same time firemen on the 
ground were preparing to stretch a 
life net. ’ 

The flames were crowding Nolean 
closely. Without waiting for the scaling 
ladder to be raised higher he hung to 
the window sill by his fingers for an 
instant and then dropped. As he fell 
he struck Morris who was on the scal- 
ing ladder directly below him and 
knocked Morris from the ladder. 
~Nolean landed on the lawn, hopeless- 
ty injured. Morris fell to the roof of 
an outbuilding. A cut on the head was 
his only injury. Nolean died several 
hours later. 

Shortly after 9 a. m. the entire roof 
of the main section of building caved 
im and the wreckage of the heevy 
slate-covered cupola dropped with a 
tremendous crash into the lobby. 

Water Pressure Lew. 

Owing to the altitude of the college 
site, the water pressure was low, and 
this hampered the firemen. As indil- 
cating the height “6f ‘the point on 
which the college stood, a perpendic- 
ular iron pin on top of a foundation 
laid for an addition that was never 
built miarked a height which was sald 


to be even with the top of the old 
water tower on East Grand avenue. 

The building was a block from the 
rearest water plugs, but was equipped 
with a standpipe with four hose con- 
nections at’ each floor level. There 
was one fire escape on the north side 
of the building. 

When the roof collapsed. about 9 
o'clock and the flaming mass fell 
down through the rotunda, the sec- 
ond floor immediately was aflame. 
Firemen then admitted that the main 
structure was doomed and their ef- 
forts were centered upon saving the 
two wings, on the east and the west 
sides of the main structure. Each 
wing is four stories high. They were 
used for dormitories. 

A few minutes before the roof col- 
lapsed Chief O'Donnell of the Saivage 
Corps instructed eight or ten of his 
men who were in the building to leave, 
They got out just in time to escape 
injury from the wreckage which fell 
into the rotunda. 

The burning of the college was a’ spec- 
tacle which attracted thousands. Per- 
sons on street cars and in automobiles 
followed to the scene the fire apparatus 
which responded to the general alarm 
fire. Every street leading to the college 
was filled with automobiles and spects- 
tors. Traffic on the Wellston street car 
line was blocked. 

Brother James, vice president of the 
college, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that when the main section was built 
in the late 70s it cost nearly $750,000. 
This, he said, was partly due to the 
fact that all the ‘interior woodwork 
was of the most expensive rosewood 
and mahogany. The present value of 
the main building, he said, had been 
estimated to be 000. The exact 
amount of the insurance carried on the 
building could not be definitely stated, 
as the records were kept in the section 
of ‘the college which was destroyed. 
Some of the brothers said they be- 
lieved the insurance was about $200,000. 

T'wo Museums Lost. 

One loss deplored by the brothers was 
the natural history and curio museum 
In. the rotunda of the main building. 
This museum was started by Brother 
Cormac, who lost his life in the fire. 

Festus J. Wade, president of the Mere 
cantile National Bank and prominent in 
Catholic affairs, arrived at the college 
while the fire was in progress and o*- 
fered to assume the expense of housing 
the boarding students until they could 
make arrangements to return to their 
homes. 


Christian Brothers’ College Building 
‘ of Third Class. / 
In the building record at the city hall 


the Christian Brothers’ College is de- 
scribed as a building of the third class, 
with joists, floors, ecerridors and stair- 
ways of wood, and one fire escape, all 
that the law requires, according 192 
Building Commissioner McKelvey, who 
said the college had complied with the 
law applying to fire escapes and exits. 
_ The ordinance requires that there shall 
be one fire escape for each 60 scholars 
or occupants above the second floor, 
and that all main doors shall open out- 
wardly. 

McKelvey said an inspection made 
last summer, when the enrollment was 
given as 295, is the basis for the record 


in his office. A building such as the! 
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Christian Brothers’ Chiiege could not. 
be erected today, McKelvey pointed ut, 
as an ordinance passed in recent years 
requires that buildings for school pur- 
poses must be fireproof.

Christian Brothers’ College was found- 
ed in 184. For a short time the 
Brothers had their residence and school 
near Third and Walnut streets in a 
residence building. Early in 1850 the 
college was moved to property pur- 
chased for it at Eighth and Cerre 
streets 

Work on the building destroyed by 
fire today was begun in April, 1877 and 
it was occupied Oct. 2, 1882. 

The grounds of the college originally 
comprised thirty acres, but in recent 
years some of this property has been 
sold by the Brothers and subdivided for 
residence purposes. 


Brother Cormae Was 03 and Revered 


as the Dean. 
Brother Cofmac was revered as tiie 


dean of the brotherhood. He was 3 
years old, and had been connected with 
the order since boyhood. In private life 
he was Michael Doyle. He was born in 
County Wexford, Ireland. At an early 
age he came to the United States with 
the first Christian Brothers to arrive 
in this country, and lived in New York 
for a few years. 

Brother Clement was 72 years old, and 
has been a member of the Christian 
Brothe+h--7 '% years, having entered it 
in Germany. In private life he was 
Heinrieh Sischer of Neuwied, Rhenish 
Penesia, where he was born and reared. 
Until a few years ago he was an active 
teacher, but ill health incapacitated him 
for that work and he was made cus- 
todiar of the brothers’ clothing, which 
office he filled ‘until a year ago, when 
he was confined to the infirmary.

The police records do not show 
that any action was ever taken on thest 
reports. Excise Commissioner Rumsey 
was out of the city today. Deputy Com- 
missioner O'Doherty said the police 
complaints against Brown's place had 
not specified definite offenses. He said 
Rumsey had summoned Brown inform- 
aliy to his office, if he had not formally 
cited him. 

According to the negro porter of the 
saloon, and two negroes living on the 
oposite side of Thirteenth street, the 
four men and the woman drove up to 
Brown's saloon at 11:30 in a Ford car, 
and the man who had been driving the 
car “killed” the engine before they went 
inside. 


Schoenborn Shot Four Times. 
entered the wineroom, which is 


at the rear of the barroom, and ordered 
drinks from the porter. While these 
érinks were being prepared in the bar- 
room, two of the men started a noisy 
scuffle, which the porter declares was 
a “fake” fight, started for the purpose 
of attracting others to the room.

A year 
ego, after a saloon safe robbery in 
which he was suspected of having a 
part, city detectives got into his house 
and placed a mark on a sledge hammer 
which they found there. Soon after- 
ward, the safe of a downtown saloon 
was robbed, and a sledge, said by the 
detectives to be the one they had 
marked, was found in front of the safe.

PRESIDENT GETS 


THROUGH OHIO AND INDIANA 


OVATION 


Crowds Greet Him With Spontaneous Demon- 
strations at Eighteen Towns—-He Expresses 
Thanks Briefly but Declines to Make Speech. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispateh and the New York World. 
CHICAGO, Oct. 6&—President Wilson 

received from the people of 18 Ohio and 

Indiana towns a series of ovations yes- 

terday that apparently left no doubt of 

his personal popularity. The greetings 
extended to him were fervent and spon- 
taneous. 

He made no political speeches. His’ 
utterances to crowds aggregating per- 
haps 90,000 persons during the day did 
not exceed 300 words. In welcoming him 


the people waved flags, brought out 
their bands, and cheered even his 
declination to indulge in political argu- 
ments and gave every indication that 
his policies had struck a _ responsive 
chord. 

The eight-hour law figured conspicu- 
ously in the comments of approval made 
in response to the President's brief 
acknowledgments, 

“You gave us the eight-hour law; we 
will give you our votes!’ was the sub- 
stance of messages called to him by 
persons in the crowds at many stations. 

From the time he left Pittsburg until 
he reached Chicago the President was 
the cen@éral, if comparatively silent fig- 
ure in almost continuous demonstra- 
tions. 

The demonstrations in his honor were 
the more remarkable because they were 
voluntary and not the result of sy:;- 
tematic acceleration. 

Refuses to Make Speeches. 

The President, adhering rigidly to his 
determination not to make any political 
speeches on his journey to the Nebraska 
metropolis, returned a polite refusal to 
tho requests for speeches showered upon 
him during his journey through Ohio 
and Indiana. 

He was in excellent spirits as he met 
dense crowds of railway employes, farm- 
ers, merchants and mechanics that 
surged around the rear end of the car 
“Superba,” in which he is making his 
trip to the West. He shook hands with 
a great many. The longest single ex- 
pression that came from his lips dur- 
ing the day was at Fort Wayne, Ind1., 
where a crowd of 8000 greeted him with 
a band. He said: . 

“I have nothing to say, my fellow citi- 
zens, except that it is exceedingly re- 
freshing to get away from official du- 
ties and out among the folks again, and 
the sort of greeting you are giving me 
fills my heart with a good deal of grati- 
tude. I am heartily obliged to you.” 

Some persons in the crowds addressed 
by him were inspired to speech-making 
themselves. A voice at Fort Wayne as- 
sured the President that he was ‘‘all 
right.” Another voice provoked laugh- 
ter by expressing gratitude for the fact 
that “you don’t wear whiskers.” 

The bulk of the crowds was com- 
posed of men, a large preponderance be- 
ing laborers. Politicians in both states 
expressed surprise at the number of 
voters who turned out to greet the 
President. Some of the men who shook 
hands with him openly proclaimed 
themselves to be Republicans, but ex- 
pressed their intention to vote for him. 

At Wooster, O., for instance, a man 
in overalis called out to the President, 
who, with Mrs. Wilson, was engaged 
in shaking the hands of persons in the 
crow4a: 

“You're the boy! I’m a Republican, 
but I'm going to vote for you!’’ 

At Lima, O., he was hailed as 
““Woody,’’ and a voice supplied a com- 
eady element by proposing three cheers 
for the President and winding up his 
request with a long-drawn-out “Ach 
Hughes!"’ 

At Mansfield a man who gripped the 
hand of the President made the form 
of a cross with his finger and said: 
“This is the way we are going to do it 
on the ballots in November.’”’ 

At Canton, the home of the late Presi- 
dent McKinley, there were demands for

“Well, I don’t think much of my 
speech-making myself,’”’ replied the 
President, ‘“‘but I rather think it is bet- 
ter than my looks.” 

The rejoinder was a strenuous demand 
for Mrs. Wilson. 

‘We want to see Mrs. Wilson,” yelled 
the crowd. 

“Well,” said the President, “I'll admit 
that she is better worth looking at than 
I am,” and he turned and escorted Mrs. 
Wilson to the platform. The first lady 
in the land graciously joined in the mer- 
riment, and entered into a good-natured 
competition with the President, to see 
which could shake the more hands be- 
fore the train pulled out. 

Women Like Mrs. Wilson, 

The Ohio and Indiana women appeared 
to be charmed by the unaffected man- 
ner of the President’s wife; but impor- 
tune as they did at many of the sta- 
tions, they could not induce Mrs. Wilson 
to venture into the field of political 
speech making. 

“That is the President’s business,’’ sho 
said in an aside to a woman who clung 
to her hand at Van Wert, O. 

Some idea of the range of the ovations 
extended the President during the day 
is furnished by the following estimates, 
made by persons on the President's car, 
of the crowds which greeted him: At 
Salem, O., 10,000 persons; at Alliance, 
8000; Canton, 8000; Orrville, 3000; Bu- 
cyrus, 4000; Upper Sandusky, 4000; Lima, 
6000; Forest, 2000; Delphas, 2500, and at 
Van Wert 3000. 

In Indiana he was greeted by 8000 at 
Fort Wayne, 1000 at Columbia City, the 
home of Vice President Marshall; at 
Valparaiso, 2000; at Warsaw, 5000; at 
Plymouth, 4000, and at the station in 
Chicago, 10,000. 

The President remained in Chicago 
an hour and a half and devoted most 
of the time to conferring with Senator 
Walsh of Montana, manager of West- 
ern Democratic headquarters. 


Senator Walsh reported to the Presi- 
dent that advices from the Middle West- 
ern States were particularly gratifying. 
He is understood to have urged the 
President to make two or three visits tc 
Indiana, Ohio and Illinois, where, he 
said, ‘‘Demooratic chances are constant- 
ly improving.”

Today is St. Louis day at the St. Louis 
Agricultural Fair at Maxwelton Park, 
the Mayor having proclaimed a _ half 
holiday for the afternoon and the Busi- 
ness Men’s League having asked busi- 
ness houses to permit their employes to 
spend the afternoon at the fair. 

John Stinson, secretary of the fair, 
said that the fair really had begun this 
morning, so far as the attendarice was 
concerned, and that he expected today’a 
crowd to be the largest of the week 
He expects large crowds tomorrow, Sat- 
urday and Sunday, when the fair will 
end. 

Street cars Were operated on the St. 
Charles rock road, from Easton av- 
enue and the Hodiamont tracks, at two- 
minute intervals.

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LAMM DENOUNCES 
TRBUTE ON TEACHERS 


Declares Democratic Request for 
Campaign Contributions Un- 
paralleled in State. 


KAHOKA, Mo., Oct. 5.—Henry Lamm, 
Republican nominee for Governor, in 
an address here last night denounced 
the action of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee in asking the teachers of State 
educational institutions for contribu- 
tions to the Democratic campaign fund. 
He declared that never before in the 
history of Missouri politics had tribute 
been levied upon the teachers. He said 
he would rather be defeated than to 
have money collected for him from them 
and offered to assist Col. Gardner, the 
Democratic nominee, in returning the 
money to them. 

The teachers, he said, were not em- 
ployed because they were Democrats or 
Republicans, but because they were good 
teachers. 

He also criticised the action of the 
Democratic committee in asking the 
rural carriers to. contribute. ‘These 
men,’ he said, ‘‘are not appointed be- 
cause of their politics. They are ap- 
pointed because of merit and not be- 
cause of politics and may hold their 
positions as long as they are efficient. 

Lamm spoke at Memphis yesterday 
afternoon and made the 30-mile trip to 
Kahoka by automobile, making brief 
talks en route to the people of Arbela, 
Granger and Luray. At Memphis he 
said that the land bank act was one 
of the legs Gardner was running on and 
he thought he had succeeded in crip- 
pling that. He declared the land bank 
bill unnecessary, dangerous and expen- 
sive, and heading toward the single tax. 

At Edina Tuesday night, Judge Lamm 
assailed the land bafik act and de- 
nounced the Major administration which 
had, he said, humiliated the State by its 
record of folly, inefficiency, @«xtrava- 
gance and wastefulness. Col. Gardner, 
he said, had stopped running on the 
plank in the Democratic platform which 
indorsed the State administration as 
Wise, capable and efficient. Gardner 
found the plank was no good, Lamm 
said, and put’in a new .one, in which 
he promised to stop the leaks and take 
the penitentiary, the eleemosynary in- 
stitutions and the police out of politics.

ITAFT, IN NEW JERSEY 


ATTACKS ADAMSON LAW 


Declares It Was Vote-Getting 
Scheme—aAssails President's 
Policy Toward Mexico, 


TRENTON, N. J., Oct. &—Former 
President Taft opened the Republican 


State campaign here last night with a 
speech in which he said the present 
campaign’ is as important as the cam- 
paign of 1896, and resembles that cam- 
paign in that the Democratic party and 
its candidates are seeking a vote of 
power for disingenuous, unsound but al- 
luring reasons. Taft attacked the Dem- 
ocratic party’s fiscal policy, called it 
extravagant, attacked its free trade 
tariff, its claim to credit for prosperity 
and its foreign policy. He also turned 
his attention to President Wilson's de- 
fense of his course in settling the 
threatened railroad strike through the 
enactment of the Adamson law. 
“Corporations and trades unions are 
necessities of modern economic society 
that are permanent and necessary,” 
said Taft. ‘‘The power they acquire, 
however, may become so great as to 
tempt to serious abuse and public in- 
jury and they have done so. Hence the 
anti-trust law and the interstate com- 
merce law. Labor leaders have sought 
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exemption from such laws and in some 
instances they have been successful. Un- 
wise subserviency to demands: of labor 
leaders finds its crowning instance in 
Mr. Wilson's dealing with the threat- 
ened strike of the railway brotherhoods. 

“Within the short period of four days, 
Congress passed the Adamson law. Un- 
der the duress of threat from the labor 
leaders, the President and Congress suc- 
cumbed. It was one of the greatest na- 
tiona! humiliations to which the people 
of this country have ever been subject- 
ed. It struck most a blow at the prih- 
ciple of arbitration for the settlement of 
industrial disputes. . 

“Mr. Wilson's defense for the passage 
of the Adamson law is that he acted in 
behalf éf humanity and society, but this 
defense is palpably disingenuous and 
contirms the just inference that what 
moved him chiefly was to secure votes 
and that the real interests of the country 
had but little effect.

He had a clean 
slate upon which to write when he came 
in.”’ 


Taft said that Wilson originally flout- 
ed the necessity for naval and military 
preparedness, but when he thought pub- 
lic opinion demanded it, he changed his 
tactics and called for the greatest navy 
in the world. 

“Mr. Hughes is a man whose avowed 
opinions have always been the guide of 
his actions,”’ said Taft, “having in view 
Mr. Wilson's record on nearly every po- 
litical question and Mr. Hughes’ course 
as Governor of New York, it would be 
difficult to find among the public one

Kansas Citian Had Been Ill for 
Several Weeks, Following His 
Activities for G. A. Reunion. 


KANSAS CITY. Oct. 6.—Maj. Wil- 
liam Warner, former Republican United 
States Senator from Missouri, died at 
his home here yesterday. 

Maj. Warner had been ill for several 
weeks, his last sickness being attri- 
buted by his friends to his activities 
in connection with the entertainment of 
the fiftieth annual reunion of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. When his 
condition became critical three weeks 
480 a transfusion of blood from his son 
was resorted to in the hope of increas- 
ing his strength, but the improvement 
was only temporary. Death was as- 
cribed by physicians to arterto-sclerosis. 

Educated Himeeltf. 

Maj. Warner was born in Lafayette 
County, Wis., June 11, 1839, and when 
six years old was orphaned. From then 
on, he practically made his own way 
in life. 

In the Civil War he was a Lieutenan*t 
in the Thirty-third Wisconsin Vol- 
unteer Infantry. He served under 
Grant in the Tennessee and Mississipp! 
campaigns. He was commissioned Cap- 
tain in 1863 and finally Major in the 

rty-fourth Wisconsin Infantry. 

Maj. Warner became Mayor of Kan- 
sas City in 41870, the only man 
elected on the Republican ticket. 
Kansas City then had many prob- 
lems, and chief among these 
was that of the waterworks, begun in 
the two years of his administration, A 
fight concerning payments to the hold- 


Warner believed that his party 
taken a wrong stand. As a result, he

rresident Arthur appointed Warner 
United States District Attorney for the 
Western District of Missouri in 4.882. 
Two years later he was elected to Con- 
gress and introduced 13 bills the first 
session. All were passed. 

Missouri was strongly Democratic 
then, but in 1882 he almost succeeded 
in being elected Giovernor. His next of- 
fice was United States Attorney again 
under an appointment by President Mc- 
Kinley in 1898. That office he held until 
his e:ection as Senator in 1906. 


His Election to Senate. 
Maj. Warner’s election as United 


States Senator came as the climax of 
one of the most dramatic and bitter po- 
litical fights ever waged in this State. 
In the election of 1904, the Republicans 
won the Legislature, on joint ballot. 
When the Legislature met in January, 
Thomas kh. Niedringhaus, who had been 
chairman of the Republican State 
Committee, and Richard C. Kerens, mul. 
timillionaire, who died recently, offered 
themgelves as candidates. 

In the party caucus Niedringhaus 
won. Kerens went home. The two 
houses of the Legislature balloting sep- 
rately in accordance with the Consti- 
tution, gave Niedringhaus the necessary 
majority. But a few hours before the 
two houses were tc meet jointly to 
ballot for Senators, Kerens reappeared 
at Jefferson City and organized a bolt. 
He was able to take with him enough 
Republican members to prevent Nied- 
ringhaus from winning. 

On the last day of the session the 
fighting factions of the Republicans 
broke away from their idols and elected 
Maj. Warner.

EXPLAINS SWEDEN'S 
NEUTRAL ATTITUDE 


Declares If She Tried to Mediate 


One or Other of Belligerents 
Would Be Offended. 


STOCKHOLM, Oct. 5.—Dr. K.-H. LL. 
Hammersjold Prime Minister of Swe- 
den, in the only interview he has grant- 
ed to a foreign journalist since the war 


began, said to the Associated Press cor- 


respondent: 
“Sweden proclaimed her attitude of 


neutrality at the very outbreak of the 
war. All her actions since that time 
have borne out that proclamation and 
all rumors or accusations that she has 
done, or intends to do, anything incon- 
sistent with this attitude, are due either 
to failure to comprehend her situation or 
to some less creditable reason. And 
whenever Sweden has taken any step 
displeasing a belligerent Power, her ac- 
tion has been dictated solely by consid- 
erations of the kingdom's own necessi- 
ties and of its future welfare, and not 
by any partisan reasons. 

“We hope sincerely that the belliger- 
ents will not make it impossible for us 
to maintain this attitude unto the end.” 


“sywedes Keep Their Word.” | 
Throughout the interview the Premier 


continued to lay stress on his Govern- 
ment’s desire to follow unswervingly the 
policy of unpartisanship thus far fol- 
lowed. 

“And when you get to know 
Swedes better you will, I think, 
that when they say or promise a thing 
they mean it,’’ continued the Minister.

In a communication issued Sept. 22 
after the recent conference of the Scan- 
dinavian ministers at Christiania, it was 
said that ‘‘the Governments of the three 
ccuntries consider that under the actual 
eircumstances there could be no question 
for them, either alone or in common 
with other neutral governments, of tak- 
ing the initiative in any mediation be- 
tween the belligerent Powers.”’ 

Premier Hammarskjold explained why 
this attitude had been taken. He said: 

‘Suppose that we should, as things 
and feelings are now, offer our services 
as mediator, what would be the result? 
It would mean that we should have 
compromised the central Powers, for 
their enemies would say that Germany 
had solicited our intervention and that 
that empire's position must be precari- 
ous, and that we should have irritated 
and angered the entente Powers, who 
would say that we were interfering tu 
protect their enemies. 

“Both sides would feel that we were 
committing an unneutral act and we 
should have accomplished nothing ex- 
cept to add to the volume of suspicion 
ot our motives from every side. Anil 
the chances of success would now be 
done.”? 

The minister added with a smile: 

“Indeed, I am almost afraid to say 
I hope for peace.”’ 

The Premier referred to certain meas- 
ures of the belligerent Powers mentioned 
in the official communication Sept. 22, 
particularly the destruction of neutral 
prizes at sea, interference with neutral 
shipping and the ‘“‘black list.’’ Sweden 
finds itself in harmony with America in 
its protest against this measure. 

“The blacklist is objectionable,’” said 
the Premier, eg Dot only because of its 
present operation, but because it will 
affect the future of the victims. We fee] 
that it constitutes an unjust attempt to 
deprive certain of our citizens of their 
rights and we do not like to see any 
Swedish subject lose any of his rights 
as a citizen unless by judgment of the 
courts, 

“We are glad to know that the United 
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States has taken steps in this matter 
and we have welcomed other. steps by 
that Government in the defense of the 
rights of neutrals and for the upholding 
of the rules of international law. , 

“TI may perhaps say that already be- 
fore our conference at Christiania we 
had striven to keep feeling with the 
United States in regard to action in this 
direction. 

“The Christiania communique lays 
stress on the desirability of more ex- 
tensive and, at the same time, more ex- 
tensive cdllaboration of neutrals. We 
hope that the tradition politics of the 
United States will not prevent it in the 
present exceptional circumstances from 
interesting itself in such collaboration. 
“It is hard for Americans to realize 
our position,’’ continued his exéellency. 
“America lies so far away from the 
scene of the conflict and is so great and 
so strong economically that it has not 
yet seriously felt the result of the war's 
interference with its normal activities. 
“But the time will come when Americd 
will feel it, too. Just now the material 
advantages may outweigh greatly the 
disadvantages, but it is impossible that 
the greater part of the rest of the world 
should continue indefinitely in the pres- 
ent unnatural and chaotic condition 
vithout America suffering also. 

“Wein Sweden are suffering and have 
been suffering these disadvantages al- 
most from the start. You are familiar 
with the manner in which we are re- 
quested to limit our imports to certain 
quantities of certain wares. 

These quantities are fixed on basis 
ot the average consumption of past 
years, and no consideration is given to 
the fact that our needs might properly 
increase or change otherwise, nor to 
the fact that we cannot consent to any 
limitation menacing our industrial de- 
velopment in the future. 

Upon what, in what manner is our 
proper industrial development to pro- 
ceed if we are held to supplies of ma- 
terials more or less arbitrarily fixed 
and, at all events, inadequate? 


Country Alone Concerned. 
“As I have already said, no action 


taken by us in respect of these things 
is in any way dictated by foreign con- 
siderations, nor by sympathy for one 
or the other belligerents. We are alone 
concerned about the future Independ- 
ence and economic development of our 
country and we cannot go so far in 
avoiding the present inconveniences 
piaced upon us from without that it 
would endarger either this independ- 
ence or development. 

“Restrictions which are felt in com- 
paratively small measure by the great 
American can strike at our very vitals.

The Post-Dispatch has called attention to the 
fact that.the former Board of Police Commis- 
sioners voted to refuse the renewal of the con- 
tracts with the Kinloch Telephone Co. with the 
board for police telephones and signal boxes. 
After investigation the board and the municipal 
officers concerned in the work decided that it 
would be more economical and satisfactory for 
the city to supply its own plant; the city would 
save money and get a better service. 

The only member of the Police Board as then 
organized who voted against this resolution was 
Walter D. Thompson, a director of the Kinloch 
Telephone Co., who was appointed to the board 
in place of Commissioner Williams and was 
elected to the presidency of the board to succeed 
Mr. McPheeters. Subsequently the reorganized 
board voted to rescind the resolution closing out 
the Kinloch contracts, which had the effect of 
renewing them for a year. The board refused to 
be guided by the opinion of Counselor Daues, who 
is the legal advisor to the board. 

Sec. 1396 of the Revised Statutes of Missouri 
provides that: 

If any member of the board of managers or 
trustees, or any officer or employe of any 
class or kind of any of the eleemosynary in- 
stitutions of this State, shall bé, directly or 
indirectly, interested in any contract for any 
supplies in any quantity or of any kind,to be 
furnished said institution, or any work of any 
class or kind to be done upon or about any of 
said institutions or on the property or prem- 
ises appurtenant thereto, he shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon convic- 
tion thereof, shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding two hundred dollars or by impris-

ment.

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BISHOP TUTTLE 


TELLS OF 50 YEARS 
WORK AS BISHOP 


Has Preached 12,306 Sermons 
Since He Entered Ministry 
“in 1862. 


The Right Rev. Daniel 8. Tuttle of 74 
Vandeventer place, Presiding Bishop of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States, who today observed the 
fiftieth anniversary of his election as a 
Bishop, gave a Post-Dispatch reporter 
an interesting account, of the early days 
of his 64 years as a minister. He was 
honored today by the Episcopal clergy- 
men of the city, who gave a luncheon 
for him at St. George’s Chapel, 4301 
Olive street. 

The clergy of the diocese presented 
him with a gold pectoral cross, the in- 
Signia of his office. 

Bishop Tuttle will be 8 years old Jan. 
26, next, and on May 27—a day which it 
is his fond desire to live to see—he will 
observe the half century of his conse- 
cration as a Bishop. For the last 30 
years he has been Bishop of Missouri, 
and during the 2 years prior to that 
he pioneered for the Episcopal church 
in the great Northwest as Bishop of 
Montana, with jurisdiction over Idaho 
and Utah. 

Looking reminiscently over his career, 
Bishop Tuttle could recall 

years only two Sundays on which ill- 
ness required him to be absent from 
services. 

“It was in Salt Lake in the early 
days,” he said. “Once I had a swelling 
on my face which knocked me out, and 
another time I had lumbago,. I feel that 
the Lord has wonderfully blessed me 
with health and strength to carry on my 
work.” 

The venerable Bishop, with white hair 
and equally white long beard, making 
him look like a patriarch of Bible times, 
received the reporter in“*his library, 
where four walls covered with books of 
theology and the classics remind one 
of the Bishop’s early scholarly inclina- 
tion which he credits as being the cause 
of his entrance into the ministry. 

He simply grew into the life of a 
clergyman, he said, because of the in- 
terest taken in him by the Rev. Dr. 
Judd, rural pastor of Episcopal churches 
in the country district In the Catskill 
‘Mountains of New York, where he was 
born. When he was 10 years old the 
Rev. Judd took him fn hand to teach 
him Latin and Greek, “which I then 
thought were abminations,” the Bishop 
added with a smile. He came to like 
the classica] studies, however, and pur- 
sued them assiduously through Colum- 
bia College in New York, having leaned 
by that time to the church as a life 
work, 

The little memorandum books he has 
kept from the day he preached his first 
sermon show that his has been a busy 
life. 

“TIT will show you,” he sald as he 
pulled a worn volume from his desk. 
“Here it is; the record of my first 
sermon.’’ 

First Sermon in New York. 

An entry in ink, now faded to a 

light brown, showed that he preached 
on June 1, 1862, at St. Peter’s Church, 
New York City. In front of the entry 
was No. 1. He began then to number 
his services and has continued the 
custom to this day just as he has 
continued to set down in books like 
that first one and in the sume style a 
record of all his ministerial acts. The 
last entry in the newest book, of which 
there are five altogether, was numbered 
12,306. The ink was a bright blue, the 
page was whiter than the first one, 
but the ‘handwriting was the same ex- 
‘cept that it was a little broken, a lit- 
tle more uneven. 
The Bishop then turned through his 
latest book and quickly gave the ag- 
gregate number of his ministrations in 
a clergical capacity. He had officiated 
at 18,190 confirmations, 1726 baptisms, 
f81 marriages and 28 funerals. His 
acts of this nature probably are not 
as many as those of some younger 
ministers because there were only four 
years that he held a regular pastorate. 
His first pastorate, and the only pas- 
torate he ever held, was that of a coun- 
try church at Morris, N. Y. He took 
it immediately after he was ordained 
in 1862 and held it until he became a 
Bishop in 1866 at the age of 29. There 
was surprise that he was elected to the 
House of Bishops so young and after 
so short service as a pastor, but he 
Was a strong young man of much force, 
exactly such as was needed in the 
Western country. 


- “Bishop Without a Church.” 
When I went west as Bishop of 


Montana, having jurisdiction over 
the states of Idaho and Utah in ad- 
dition,” Bishop Tuttle said, “I found 
not one Episcopal minister in all the 
three states. I was a Bishop without 
any church. In all that territory I 
found only 20 communicants. There 
were no railroads, so I had to travel 
by stage and endure some hardships. 
I spent the first winter at Virginia 
City, Mont., and organized a church. 
The next year I went to Helena and 
Started another church. We branched 
out, and in a few years had many 
churches throughout the three states. 
Today we have in that territory three 
Bishops, 70 clergymen and 8000 com- 
municants.”’ 

Bishop Tuttle referred to the Mormons 
in Utah and their opposition to his 
church. 


“But they were always fair,” he said. 
“True, we fought each other. I gave 
them to understand I was there to fight 
their doctrines,” and his eyes glistened 
—‘‘but I respected their rights and they 
respected me. We founded a school in 
Balt Lake City and won some of the 
Mormons to our church. I have not a 
word against the Mormons, for they 
fought fairly." 

Bishop Tuttle will preside at the open- 
ing of the triennial convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church here 4 
week from today. He has been presid- 
ing Bishop since 1903, succeeding to the 
office automatically because of seniority 
in point of consecration as a Bishop.

JAMES CRITICISES 
UP SECTIONALISM 


Kentucky Senator Declares Can- 
didate Is Trying to Stir Up 
Old Strife. 


THANKS PEOPLE BRIEFLY 


Refuses, However, to Make 
Speeches—Mrs. Wilson Joins 
in Handshaking at One Stop. 


A big audience at the Odeon last night 
rose to its feet and cheered United 
States Senator Ollie James of Kentucky 
when he denounced Charles E. Hughes, 
Republican candidate for President, for 
trying to make sectionalism an issue in 
the campaign by declaring in his speech- 
es that “‘the South was in the saddle at 
Washington.” 

“I am glad that Hughes resigned from 
the Supreme bench,’’ Senator James 
shouted. ‘‘He has demonstrated to me 
that he possessed a hatred in his heart 
for a section of this country. In his 
speeches he is trying to rekindle the old 
fires of sectionalism. I have a right to 
sreak of the South. 

“My father was a Union soldier, and 
my mothers’ people were Confederates. 
God bless that fair land. She has dried 
her eyes and builded from the ruins of 
the Civil War. If Abraham Lincoln were 
alive today there is not a spot fn that 
fair land in which he could not pitch his 
tent, rest his head on the knee of a 
Confederate soldier and sleep, and sleep 
in safety there. 

“T resent any man’s carrying a banner 
plagiarizing Woodrow Wilson’s ‘Amer- 
ica first’ and then trying to divide this 
country on an issue of sectionalism.”’ 


First Rally in St. Louis. 
The Odeon meeting was the first 


attempt of the Democrats to hold sa 
rally in St. Louis. The audience oc- 
cupied all the seats on the two floors 
and all of the standing room on the 
ground floor. Senator James was 
chairman of the Democratic national 
convention in St. Louis last June. 
The audience was demonstrative, and 
applauded every reference to Presi- 
dent Wilson and the achievements of 
his administration. 

Senator James reviewed the 
achievements of the Wilson adminis- 
tration, discussing the tariff legisla- 
tion, the Federal Reserve Bank law, 
the income tax law, the Trade Com- 
mission law, the child labor law, and 
the eight-hour law that averted the 
railroad strike. Then he pitched into 
Hughes and Roosevelt, vigorously as- 
sailing Hughes’ record as Governor 
of New York, and Roosevelt for try- 
ing to force the United States into 
a war with Germany and Mexico. 

“Tf Roosevelt had been President 
instead of Wilson,” Senator James 
said, “there would be crepe hanging 
today from the doors of a million 
American homes. If he had been 
President there would be 4,000,000 
American children tonight asking: 
“Mother, where is father?’ 

‘If Theodore Roosevelt wants to 
go to war, let him go himself! They 
say Wilson ought to have gone to 
war. It takes two kinds of courage 
to go to war. One is the kind of 
courage shown by the man who goes 
to war himself, and the other is the 
kind of courage that sends sometody 
else to war. 


Praises Wilson’s Notes. 
“They say that Wilson writes notes. 


I know of nobody in the world who can 
write a better one. By his note writing 
he won everything from Germany, and 
more than we could have won by war, 
and that without shedding a drop of 
blood or orphaning a single American 
child. They complain because we have 
not made war upon Mexico. Lincoln 
had the same problems in Mexico that 
Wilson has. He refused to intervene in 
Mexico because he said that the free- 
dom of any people was too dear to be 
destroyed. 

“T rejoice that’ we have a President 
that would not ‘sacrifice the life of one 
American soldier for all the ranches and 
gold mines of Mexico. We could go down 
there and shoot those unfortunate people 
to death. We could capture their cities. 
But we would have an army of widows 
and orphans in this country and millions 
of war debts. 

“Wilson is a great student of history. 
He knows that the bloody highway is the 
way to re-election. If we had been at 
war today Wilson would have no oppo- 
sition for the presidency. If he had ap- 
preciated the presidency more than he 
does he would be the man on horse-
